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Family says council needs to 
be ‘sympathetic’ to bereaved 

Authority says it will look into wording of benefits stoppage letter sent to widow 
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Bert and Renee Luther, pictured in their younger days 
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The letter received from the benefits office which caused so much distress

THE FAMILY of an 87-year-old 
widow says Harlow Council needs 
to be “more sympathetic” towards 
people suffering a bereavement 
after they were sent a letter say¬ 
ing her husband’s benefits had 
stopped before she had buried 
him. 

Bert Luther, 88, who was receiv¬ 
ing disability living allowance, 
was rushed to hospital on Sat¬ 
urday (May 19). 

He unexpectedly passed away 
three days later on Tuesday, May 
22 . 

On May 31, his widow Renee 
Luther, who was married to Mr 
Luther for almost 70 years, 
received a letter from the council 
saying that their housing and 
council tax support had been 
stopped, despite the family 
already informing all the correct 
people - including the benefits 
office. 

Income 

The money was Mr and Mrs 
Luther’s main source of income. 

The family say they were upset 
by the tone of the letter which 
reads: “Please accept my condol¬ 
ences for the sad loss of Mr Albert 
Luther. 

“I appreciate that this must be a 
very distressing time for you and I 
hope that I do not cause you any 
further anguish, but I have to 
advise you that your housing and 
council tax support has ended on 
May 28, 2018, and that you will 
need to re-apply.” 

One of Mr and Mrs Luther’s 
daughters, Tracy Allen, 53, 
believes that there is a more sym¬ 
pathetic way of handling such a 
sensitive situation. 

“It said ‘we’re very sorry to 
hear you’ve lost your husband’ 
and then it says ‘we don’t wish to 
cause you more distress but we’ve 
stopped all your benefits’,” said 
Tracy. 

“How the hell does that not 
cause you more distress? 


“Don’t get me wrong I under¬ 
stand that of course, my dad’s 
benefits were going to stop, but 
my argument is that they knew he 
was dead so it wasn’t as if they 
were just sending out a standard 
letter.” 

The couple’s oldest daughter 
phoned Harlow Council about the 
letter, which arrived at the same 
time as a bill for the rent and 
council tax. 

She said the council told her 
that her mum would need to re¬ 
apply online. 

Tracy continued: “It was actu¬ 
ally my sister who phoned the 
benefits people and said ‘look 
we’ve had this letter we think it’s 


absolutely disgraceful’ - what is 
she supposed to do? 

“And they said ‘tell her to apply 
online’. My sister said my mum is 
87 years old, she can’t do that and 
they went ‘well can’t you do it for 
her‘? My sister is actually 70-1 
can’t do it either. 

“Surely there is a softer way for 
the benefits department to 
approach this and that is my argu¬ 
ment. 

“Whether it’s a standard letter 
they send out or what -1 think it’s 
horrendous that they send that 
out before you’ve even buried the 
person that you’ve lost. 

“They need to change the way 
they contact people and be more 


sympathetic because that’s the 
last thing you need when you’ve 
lost someone you’ve spent the last 
70 years with. 

“I just think the initial letter 
could have been ‘we’re very sorry 
to hear you’ve lost your husband, 
when you’re ready can you please 
contact us’ - something like 
that.” 

Ms Allen, who also wrote to 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon to raise 
the issue, said that someone from 
the benefits department visited 
their house and praised them 
after helping the family to under¬ 
stand what her mum was entitled 
to. 

Harlow Council has since apo¬ 


logised for any distress caused by 
the letter and says it will review 
its wording to see if any amend¬ 
ments can be made. 

A spokesman from Harlow 
Council said: “We are sorry that 
the timing of this letter caused 
extra distress to the resident and 
the family at a very difficult 
time. 

“Unfortunately it is a legal 
requirement to send notification 
letters when a housing benefit 
claim has to be cancelled. 

“However, we are taking the 
family’s complaint seriously and 
we will be reviewing our letters to 
see if any amendments can be 
made to the wording. 


“Following a notification of a 
death we have to advise people in 
writing about any changes to 
their benefits. 

“We do this as sensitively as we 
can and we always offer an 
appointment service with an 
officer who will help to make a 
new claim. 

“As an alternative option new 
claims can also be made online. 

“We know that not everyone 
has access to online services so 
when an appointment with an 
officer is requested this is 
arranged as soon as possible and 
any new claim paid once all rel¬ 
evant information has been 
obtained.” 


Town loses pub as Drinker Moth shuts 



A POPULAR Harlow pub has 
closed after almost 50 years. 

The Drinker Moth, which 
opened in 1970, was jointly 
operated by Trumans and 
McMullens - however it 
closed its doors for the final 
time earlier this month. 

Pictures of the pub situated 
on Ployters Road show its win¬ 
dows and doors boarded up 
with metal sheets. 

The secretary of Herts & 
Essex Borders CAMRA (Cam¬ 
paign for Real Ale), Graham 
Darby, said: “The close of the 
Drinker Moth will deprive 
local residents of a popular 
amenity. 

“With its closure this leaves 
the nearest pub as The Herald 
(Broadley Road, Sumners) as 
the nearest pub - approxim¬ 
ately a 20 minute walk away.” 

Mr Darby added that the 
closure adds to a “growing 
toll” of Harlow pubs closing of 


which include The Humming 
Bird in Elm Hatch and the 
Chequers in Commonside 
Road - both of which have 
been demolished. 

CAMRA has recently wel¬ 
comed Historic England’s 
decision to list five new-post 
war pubs and is calling for 
more pubs that have been in 
communities for more than 50 


years and play a unique role 
in Britain’s history and cul¬ 
ture to be protected. 

The campaign highlights 
three of the very best intact 
surviving pubs that were 
recently turned down for list¬ 
ing due to restrictive criteria 
being applied, including The 
White Admiral in Harlow, 
which was opened in 1953. 


The other two pubs are The 
Palomino in Newmarket and 
The Punch Bowl in 
Worcester. 

Giving them Grade II listed 
status would mark them as 
nationally important to his¬ 
toric heritage and provide 
additional legal protection 
within the planning system. 

Paul Ainsworth, chairman 
of CAMRA’s Pub Heritage 
Group, said: “These new list¬ 
ings are welcome, highlight¬ 
ing some especially 
interesting examples that 
have been part of the rebuild¬ 
ing of post-war England. 

“However, many other pubs 
designed in this period have 
fallen by the wayside simply 
because their architecture 
reflects austerity and func¬ 
tionality, rather than 
grandeur and theatrics. 

“This means that some fant¬ 
astic intact survivals from 


this period risk being lost 
forever, along with a whole 
cultural era that is now ser¬ 
iously under-represented in 
the national heritage list¬ 
ings.” 

CAMRA has received back¬ 
ing by the Twentieth Century 
Society in calling for wider 
recognition of post-war pubs. 

Tess Pinto, senior conser¬ 
vation adviser at the society, 
added: “We are always 
delighted to see good C20 (20th 
century) buildings listed but 
are concerned that the small 
number of post-war pubs des¬ 
ignated today doesn’t give a 
full enough picture. 

“The news reinforces our 
ongoing concern about the 
application of highly selective 
criteria for the listing of all 
buildings of the post-1945 peri¬ 
od - despite the fact that many 
within this category are now 
well over 50 years old.”

A man was rushed to hospital 
with head and leg injuries fol¬ 
lowing a serious two-vehicle 
crash in Harlow. 

Police and paramedics were 
called to Church Langley Way just 
off the A414, at around 8.30am on 
Tuesday having received reports 
of an accident. 

On arrival, officers closed the 
road after discovering a white 
Iveco van had collided with a tree. 
Firefighters also attended the 
incident and worked alongside 
paramedics to release one cas¬ 
ualty from the damaged vehicle. 

A spokeswoman from Essex 
County Fire and Rescue Service 
said: “Firefighters were called to 
assist at the scene of a road traffic 
collision involving two vehicles. 
One vehicle had left the roadway. 

“Fire crews worked with para¬ 


medics to help release one cas¬ 
ualty from the vehicle. The 
casualty was released by 9am and 
left in the care of the ambulance 
service.” 

One witness said they could see 
“loads of blue lights", with no 
traffic able to pass through while 
officers attended the crash. 

An Essex Police spokeswoman 
has confirmed the van driver, a 
man in his 40s, was taken to Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital with ser¬ 
ious but non-life threatening 
injuries. 

She added: “No one else was 
injured and no arrests have been 
made. Enquiries are ongoing.” 

East of England Ambulance 
Service have also confirmed the 
driver was treated at the scene for 
head and leg injuries before being 
taken to hospital.

Pervert jailed 
after attempt 


to meet young 
girls for sex

A HARLOW pervert who 
arranged to meet with a 13- and 14- 
year-old girl for a threesome has 
been sent to prison for his sick 
crimes. 

David Mills, 43, of Parsonage 
Leys, messaged two decoy Face- 
book accounts set up by vigilante 
group Public Justic PHL in an 
attempt to arrange a meeting with 
who he believed were two under¬ 
age girls. 

In a string of vile messages 
between Mills and the ‘girls’ in 
2015, he spoke about having 
unprotected sex with both of the 
girls and how he would look after 
one of them if she became preg¬ 
nant as a result. 

He even suggested that the girl 
could live with him if her parents 
“kicked her out”. 

He was sentenced at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court on Friday (June 
22) to more than three years 
behind bars for the attempted 
meeting and three counts of mak¬ 
ing indecent photos of children 
which were found on several of 
his devices. 

Mills, who lost his job as a coach 
driver following his conviction on 
May 11, was due to meet the ‘girls’ 
at Kings Cross station on Sat¬ 
urday, September 5, 2015, but 
instead took a job taking pen¬ 
sioners to the seaside in 
Southend. 

Police were then alerted to 
Mills, and a search warrant was 
executed at his property on 
September 15 of that year. 

He obstructed police from 
entering his house and tried to 
hide his phone in a ‘desperate’ 


attempt to stop them from finding 
any incriminating material on it. 

Richard Burrington, prosecut¬ 
ing, at the conclusion of his trial 
on May 11, told the court how 
officers had found a Nokia and 
Microsoft phone on his bedside 
table, with the Nokia housing an 
indecent image of a child and a 
Whatsapp message to a girl under 
the age of 16. 

He answered ‘no comment’ in 
police interview later that day, but 
in subsequent interviews told 
officers that it was the work of a 
hacker who was trying to set him 
up. 

During the course of his trial he 
claimed the indecent images and 
conversations could have been the 
work of a man called ‘Barry‘, who 
he had a disagreement with a few 
years prior. 

Michael Stradling, mitigating 
for Mills, told the court how some 
members of his family had not 
supported him following the out¬ 
come of his conviction. 

He said: “Some members of his 
family have been supporting him 
but not all of them. 

“He is in telephone communic¬ 
ation with his father and his 
brother wished him all the best 
but other members have not sup¬ 
ported him and that has had an 
effect on him personally and 
caused him distress. 

“He is not in a position to be a 
social person - since his convic¬ 
tion he has been inside his bed sit, 
not answering the door and not 
going out.” 

Messages 

A series of sick messages sent 
from David Mills to the ‘girls’ 
showed the true extent of his twis¬ 


ted sexual desires. 

In one message, Mills appears 
to contemplate the prospect of 
going to prison for his actions if 
he was caught. 

He messaged: “You wouldn’t go 
to prison as long as no one knew 
you had sex with me - it would be 
me going to prison and I’m not 
going to tell anyone.” 

He continued: “If you did get 
pregnant I would support you. 

“I would meet you each week 
and give you money and if your 
parents kicked you out I would 
have you here living with me.” 

Mills, who has one previous 
conviction for indecent exposure 
in 2000, even spoke about abusing 
a younger child with one of the 
supposed teenagers. 

Other messages - too graphic to 
show and report - were also read 
out in court to the jury during the 
course of his trial. 

A probation report found Mills 
would pose a risk to society. 

Motionless 

Mills stood motionless as he 
was sentenced to immediate cus¬ 
tody by Judge David Pugh at 
Chelmsford Crown Court. 

With his shirt untucked, Mills 
watched on as Judge Pugh said: “I 
am satisfied that this falls in the 
top category for harm. 

“There was significant plan¬ 
ning, grooming and there is a 
disparity in age. 

“I take into account that this 
was an attempt and there were no 
real victims to be met. 

“The report suggests you pose a 
high risk of causing harm to chil¬ 
dren, but I bear in mind that your 
first offence does not relate to 
children and these offences are 



three years ago and there is no 
suggestion of reoffending.” 

He will serve half of his sen¬ 
tence in custody and the 
remainder out on licence as well 
as being served with a sexual 
harm prevention order indefin¬ 
itely.

First look at garden town 


Exhibitions and drop in events are 
being held in the coming weeks as 
developers unveil the first look at 
what is envisioned for the Harlow and 
Gilston garden town. 

The garden town, more commonly 
referred to as Gilston Park or Harlow 
North, is expected to accommodate 
around 10,000 homes in Hertfordshire, 
with several thousand more planned 
in the vicinity over the border into 
Essex. 

Three different locations will be 
holding exhibitions of the plans as 
well as drop in sessions, in Harlow, 
Epping and Gilston. 

The garden town vision, which is 
being put together by East Herts Dis¬ 
trict Council (EHDC), Harlow Council 
and Epping Forest District Council 
(EFDC), is also being worked on with 
both Hertfordshire and Essex County 
Councils. 

The unveiled proposals so far are for 
the construction of multiple 'villages' 


with their own sense of community, 
along with the facilities to service 
them. 

However opponents of the scheme 
have argued that the construction of a 
large number of houses in the area 
would overwhelm the already over¬ 
stretched Princess Alexandra Hospit¬ 
al (PAH) and cause congestion 
on the A414 and the roads around 
Gilston. 

Figures for the entire site, including 
the housing contingent in Essex, 
would equal around seven Sawbridge- 
worths, a Stop Harlow North activist 
said. 

The garden town scheme is also 
opposed by the Hertford and Stortford 
MP, Mark Prisk, but is supported by 
Harlow's MP, Robert Halfon. 

Claire Hamilton, director of Harlow 
and Gilston Garden Town, said: “We 
are really excited to share our vision 
for the Harlow and Gilston Garden 
Town with you.”

Group to stop operation 
in aftermath of sentence

The vigilante group who were 
instrumental in bringing Mills to 
justice have announced they are 
retiring in the aftermath of his 
sentence. 

Mills was sent down for his 
atrocious crimes thanks to the 
good work of Public Justice 
PHL. 

Two members of the group, 
both survivors of child abuse 
themselves, had followed the 
trial in its entirety and were at 
Mills’ sentencing hearing at 
Chelmsford Crown Court. 

The pair explained how this 
was their 28th, and last, 
conviction, leaving with a 100 
per cent success rate. 

Jay - not his real name - said: 
“David Mills was our last 
paedophile hunt. We are 
finishing today on a 100 per 
cent success rate. 

“Every case we have brought 
forward to the police has ended 
in a conviction. 

“That is something to be 
proud of. I can now go to bed 
tonight knowing children are 
safer away from people like 
Dave Mills.” 

The pair ranked Mills’ case in 
their ‘top ten’ convictions in 
terms of length of sentence. 
They said they were happy he 
had been put away but would 


have liked a longer sentence. 

Jay added: “Sentences need 
to be a lot harsher. 

“I feel they should be close to 
life sentences because of the 
impact on the lives on the 
survivors. 

“It is a life sentence for me to 
live with what happened to me.” 

JB - also a pseudonym - 
added: “He is still playing the 
victim and when you still do 
that, you do not realise how 
much of a danger you are to 
society.” 

At the conclusion of his trial 
after guilty verdicts were 
returned, Jay spoke about his 
‘disgust’ at the messages he 
was receiving from Mills who 
believed him to be an underage 
girl. 

He said: “It was the worst we 
have done in more than three 
years of doing this. 

“It was the first time I was 
physically sick from reading his 
messages. 

“I had to wake my girlfriend 
up and ask for a hug because it 
brought me to tears. 

“It made me feel that if he 
was in a room with children, he 
would hurt them all. 

“He is a risk to the public and 
children - everyone should 
know who he is.”

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Launch of project to encourage investment in our uniquely positioned town 


Harlow’s history needs 
more keen ambassadors

AMBITIOUS plans to put Harlow on the map have 
been unveiled following the launch of a new project 
called Discover Harlow. 

The project, which is seeking ambassadors, is 
supported by Harlow Council and set to bring 
together organisations, communities and individu¬ 
als. By telling the history of the town and embracing 
its assets, it is hoped that Harlow will become an 
attractive place in which to invest, study and live. 

John Keddie, head of Harlow Place Board, told 
visitors at the launch event at Harlow Playhouse on 
Thursday (June 21), that how Harlow’s story was 
comprised of three themes: 

■ Colour, culture and 

SCULPTURE 

MANY locals know that Harlow was designed by Sir 
Frederick Gibberd and is home to 84 sculptures by 
the likes of Henry Moore and Barbara Hepworth - 
making it the UK’s first sculpture town. 

The project plans to embrace the town’s artwork 


because “art inspires people and inspired people do 
their best work,” according to Mr Keddie. 

The meeting heard from chairman of Harlow Arts 
Trust Chris Snow, who is an architect with a small 
practice in East London. 

He grew up just outside of Harlow and went to 
school and college in the town. Mr Snow said he has 
hopes to bring both local art and the sculpture 
collection to the forefront, as well as improving 
access to artwork - particularly among the young. 

Harlow has been seen to have a passion for art 
with the spring art competition seeing an increasing 
number of entries year on year. 

Similarly, other cultural assets being celebrated 
include the music, dance and theatre at Harlow 
Playhouse, as well as the Gibberd Gallery and 
Pardon Mill as the “hub of creativity”. 

Mr Snow described Harlow as “rich in the arts for 
a small town” and an “arts destination with huge 
potential”. 

With this in mind, it is hoped that creative people 
will opt to live and study the arts in Harlow as 
opposed to in the likes of Barking and Dagenham. 

This would bring people from North and East 
London to Harlow - just as the new town did when 
people moved to the town to flee the war. 


■ THE SCIENCE OF CHANGE 

HARLOW is described as having “science and innov¬ 
ation in its DNA” with it being the birthplace of optic 
fibre. Similarly, it will soon welcome the relocation 
of Public Health England, which will be situated 
near to Harlow Enterprise Zone, and will see a £450 
million investment by the public sector. The Enter¬ 
prise Zone may create up to 5,000 new jobs. 

Head of community engagement for Public Health 
England Michael Beard said: “I don’t think there’s an 
area where change is being felt more than in Harlow.” 

He said that Harlow as a location was “really high 
up there when we were choosing” due to its London- 
Stansted-Cambridge corridor allowing for flexib¬ 
ility to accommodate its partners. 

“[We have] strong links with a number of uni¬ 
versities [and are] already talking with Harlow 
College. The path has already been laid but we want 
to widen and lengthen that,” he said.

Scheme to build 14 new 


council homes approved 

Local authority reveals sites where new properties will be created

PLANS to build 14 new council 
homes in Harlow have been 
approved as part of a new housing 
programme that includes build¬ 
ing on derelict garage land. 

Over the next year, Harlow 
Council will be supplying 11 new 
council homes and refurbishment 
in Sumners Farm Close, Part¬ 
ridge Court, Hare Street Springs 
and Collins Meadow after a fur¬ 
ther housing programme was 
approved and plans shown in a 
cabinet meeting on Thursday 
(June 14). 

An additional three council 
homes, subject to planning per¬ 
mission, will be built on a derelict 
garage site in Readings. 

Similarly, the project offers the 
potential to build around 80 new 
homes over the next three years 
using derelict garage sites across 
the town. 

All homes will be built by coun¬ 
cil-owned company HTS Property 
and Environment Ltd. 

Harlow Council has also agreed 
to set up a company to undertake 
housing and regeneration pro¬ 
jects with aims to help the council 
gain more benefit for local res¬ 


homes that form part of the 
proposal to redevelop the former 
Lister House site will be 
affordable homes if the project is 
granted approval. 

Leader of Harlow Council 
Mark Ingall added: “We want 
these 14 new council homes to be 
built for local people by HTS 
Property & Environment Ltd. 

“It’s a win-win situation for 
all. Setting up HTS has been a 
real success story for Harlow, 
generating money from its 
commercial activities which 
come back to the council rather 
than go in the pockets of 
shareholders. 

“Building homes for Harlow is 
another benefit of what HTS can 
do for our town. 

“Alongside this would be 
another council-owned company 
under the HTS banner, which 
will drive forward regeneration 
and housing projects helping to 
ensure that there are more 
council-led developments in 
future. 

“This will increase 
opportunities for local people 
and ensure that more residents 
benefit from regeneration 
schemes and new housing 
projects.”

The regeneration of Elm 
Hatch, which is subject to 
planning permission, includes 
five homes for people on the 
register.

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Dealer who took control 
of addict’s home jailed 


A “RUTHLESS” drug dealer who 
took over the home of an addict 
and used young boys to sell 
drugs in Harlow has been jailed 
for nearly seven years. 

Neil Anderson, 28, of Paradise 
Park, Hackney was jailed for six 
years eight months for exploiting 
vulnerable people to help him 
supply heroin and crack cocaine. 

The dealer first came to the 
attention of the West Operation 
Raptor team in October 2017. 

Anderson would use young 
boys to act as his ‘runners’ 
selling and distributing drugs 
and would also use those with 
drug addictions for the same 
purpose, the court heard. 

Property 

He also took over the property 
of a drug addict in Waltham 
Abbey and used their home as a 
drug dealing base - a practice 
known as ‘cuckooing’. 

However officers from the 
West Operation Raptor team 
began a lengthy investigation 
into Anderson which culminated 
in a number of raids. 

On April 23 this year the team 
executed a warrant at 
Anderson’s partner’s address in 
Harlow where they found 
Anderson and also seized £3,000 
worth of crack and heroin. 

A number of mobile phones 
were also recovered which were 
forensically examined and found 
to contain damning evidence 
linking Anderson to the supply 
of Class A drugs. 

Warrants were also executed 
at Anderson’s home in Hackney, 
East London where drug 
paraphernalia and crack cocaine

were seized and the property in 
Waltham Abbey where more 
paraphernalia was also found. 

After pleading guilty to two 
counts of possession of a Class A 
drug with intent to supply and 
two counts of being concerned in 
the supply of Class A drugs, 
Anderson was jailed for six 
years eight months at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Tuesday, June 19. 

Following the sentencing 
investigating officer, PC Jack 
Etheridge of the West Operation 
Raptor, said: “Our investigation 
into Anderson left us in no doubt 
that he was head of the county 
line he was operating in Harlow 
and Waltham Abbey. 

“He ruthlessly exploited young 
boys and those with drug 
addictions, preying on their 
vulnerability in order to get 
them to sell crack and heroin on 
the streets of our community.”

PLANS to transform disused Har¬ 
low Council properties into short¬ 
term homes for rough sleepers 
will go ahead after a funding bid 
was granted by the Government. 

Harlow Council will receive 
£260,500 for 2018/19 as part of a 
targeted Government £30 million 
fund following an application 
made at the end of May. 

The money will be used on a 
number of measures in a bid to 
help reduce the number of rough 
sleepers - which has steadily been 
rising year on year since 2010 - 
ahead of the winter period. 

Recorded 

There were seven rough sleep¬ 
ers recorded in Harlow in 2010, 
however the last count in Novem¬ 
ber 2017 recorded more than three 
times that, with a total of 24. 

During the severe weather 
earlier this year, Harlow’s emer¬ 
gency provision was activated 
three times and supported up to 36 
people sleeping rough. 

Two derelict council houses 
next door to one another will 
therefore be refurbished and used 
as supported accommodation

with the support of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

It will not be the former Occasio 
House, which offered support for 
young homeless people in the 
town centre, as this is not owned 
by Harlow Council. 

Funds will also go towards addi¬ 
tional outreach workers and sup¬ 
port to help homeless people get 
back into settled accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Portfolio holder for housing 
Councillor Mark Wilkinson said: 
“It is great news that our plans 


will get the funding needed. 

“It means, working with 
Streets2Homes, we can imple¬ 
ment all the measures we propose 
to support the different needs of 
different rough sleepers. 

“These measures aim to give 
local rough sleepers the support 
they need leading up to and 
including the next winter period. 

“Behind every rough sleeper’s 
story there are usually many dif¬ 
ferent circumstances and com¬ 
plex situations. 

“We know that rough sleepers 


need more than just a place to live 
- that is the first solution for 
many - but it’s the specialist sup¬ 
port and help over the long term 
which is equally important. 

“Sadly, some people choose to 
sleep rough and reject support; 
overcoming these barriers is all 
part of the project. 

“We will work closely with the 
Government, monitoring how 
these measures work and looking 
at ways beyond next year that the 
right support can remain with the 
funding it needs.”

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County call 
for parishes 
to help out 
with funds 

PARISH councils with large pots 
of cash are expected to have to 
start contributing to projects paid 
for with Essex County Council 
grants. 

ECC currently spends around 
£10.7 million on 262 organisa¬ 
tions. 

But the county council knows 
that in relation to community ini¬ 
tiative funding, in particular, a 
number of parish councils have a 
disproportionate amount in 
reserve. Now for the first time 
their accounts are expected to be 
scrutinised before any grant fund¬ 
ing is given and those with large 
reserves may have to match fund¬ 
ing before grants are allocated. 

Kirsty O’Callaghan, head of 
Strengthening Communities, 
while giving evidence at ECC’s 
corporate policy and scrutiny 
committee, said: “That is what I’d 
be recommending and I’d want 
that to be looked at in terms of the 
decision making of awarding any 
grant. 

“It is fair that we challenge, and 
if they have substantial sums of 
money sitting in their account at 
least they could be match funding 
that we are investing into their 
community. For some charitable 
organisations that come forward 
where they have a substantial 
amount of money in unrestricted 
reserves I would want to see them 
investing in a project with us. 

“That is why I have rewritten 
the CIF guidance and the criteria 
to reflect that and hopefully that 
will make things a little bit more 
efficient and make our money go 
further in the future.” 

Funding 

She added: “We need to be pro¬ 
portionate but we need to make 
the most out of our funding.” 

Stephen Saunders, chairman of 
Kelvedon Hatch Parish Council, 
said: “The discretionary account 
which is supposed to compensate 
for the fact that although we in 
Kelvedon Hatch are council tax 
payers we don’t get all the facil¬ 
ities that someone who lives in the 
middle of Brentwood does. And 
we have just had it taken away 
over time to where we don’t get it. 
We are effectively our own busi¬ 
ness we receive our income 
primarily from the precept.” 

He added: “The fact is the sys¬ 
tem we have now restricts what 
we would like to do and what we 
can do. If you can’t afford it you 
can’t have the funding. 

“They are putting the full bur¬ 
den of any improvements we try 
to do as a parish council onto the 
people who live in the parish. 

“I find dealing with county 
extremely frustrating. It’s the 
bain of our life. I don’t understand 
the mentality of local govern¬ 
ment. Effectively they want par¬ 
ish councils to be there and do 
their work for nothing and get 
little in reward apart from what 
we can do ourselves.” 

Alan Kingsford, chairman of 
Herongate Parish Council, said: 
“I’d be happy to sit down to hear 
what they mean by substantial, 
what projects they have in mind 
and we’ll take it from there.” 

Springfield Parish Council 
chairwoman Susan Sullivan said: 
“We have as a parish been suc¬ 
cessful with grant aid, like any 
parish we have to open our books 
up, the county can certainly see 
our records, if they wish to 
change their process, they change 
their process and we have to fit in 
whatever their new requirements 
are.”

Punk legends prove 
angry, political and 
under-rehearsed 


songs still have the 
power to inspire

WHEN Newtown Neurotics front¬ 
man Steve Drewett was asked if he 
fancied reforming the legendary 
Harlow punk band after 16 years 
of inactivity he was convinced it 
was a terrible idea. 

But once it was pointed out that 
being raw and under-prepared on 
stage was one of the most punk 
things it’s possible to do, he soon 
changed his mind. 

Sure enough audiences found 
the left-wing rabble rousers’ anti¬ 
establishment attitude as relev¬ 
ant now as it was first time 
around. 

Now with a documentary about 
the group’s rise, fall and rise 
again in production and a new 
album in the pipeline, the street¬ 
wise trio look set to keep going for 
years to come. 

“When I first started playing I 
was in my 20s and it helped to 
define my personality -1 was try¬ 
ing to find myself,” explained 
Steve, whose forthcoming sched¬ 
ule includes a hometown gig at 
Phoenix Live in Westgate, Harlow, 
on July 27. “What I was about, I 
didn’t know. I was a late bloomer. I 
was a young man trying to find 
out what I wanted to do. 

Wanted 

“What I was about, I didn’t 
know.

“There was a point in 1988 when 
I didn’t do it for 17 years. I did 
other stuff. But since the Neur¬ 
otics have been back I have 
embraced it as a full creative out¬ 
let, just as it was before.” 

With songs like Kick Out the 
Tories and Living With Unem¬ 
ployment, the Neurotics spoke for 
a disaffected generation before 
they split. And when they came 
back, the political landscape was 
pretty similar, making them just 
as relevant today. 

“The people who keep an eye on 
these things could see the dir¬ 
ection of travel, politically,” 
explained Steve. “And those who 
don’t started to realise that we’re 
in this mess. 

“Our lyrics are still relevant 
now because we haven’t had any 
significant change in this country 
so it’s benefitted the Neurotics in 
that way. 

“As far as the future of punk is 
concerned, a lot of things are 
going on which have affected the 
way we make music. We’ve lost a 


lot of small venues and people 
haven’t got the money to spend on 
music. We’ve also seen the emer¬ 
gence of downloading and steam¬ 
ing. 

“And there’s the benefits sys¬ 
tem. A lot of musicians would 
claim benefits while they were 
getting their bands off the ground 
and as a result there were a lot of 
famous bands from Britain - they 
had benefits to rely on, but that 
isn’t the case now. 

“The environment is hostile 
towards music making - but punk 
bands have always needed very 
little to express themselves, and 
it’s not so much about having an 
unbelievable career and getting 
signed as people wanting to get 
into the community side of things 
and putting on a gig. 

“If you want to have a voice you 
can use social media - and then 
get a million people having a go at 
you. But making music is a way of 
getting your voice heard too and 
punk bands don’t need expensive 
equipment so it can be done more 
cheaply. 

“The internet can help you get 
music out there and it’s all low 
cost. 


So while the political landscape 
may be similar, the technological 
and cultural shifts are enormous. 
When the Neurotics split in 1988 
nobody wanted to know about 
punk any more and Steve went off 
and did all the things he’d missed 
on through playing in the band, 
such as travelling and raising a 
family. 

“As my daughter was growing 
up, she saw videos of me playing 
live and listened to my music and 
I wanted her to see me play live,” 
said Steve. 

Closer 

That came a step closer when he 
was asked to put the band back 
together for a reunion gig 14 years 
ago. 

“On November 8, 2004 a double 
CD set called The Stortbeat Col¬ 
lective was launched at The 
Square in Harlow,” said Steve. 
“The collection was put together 
by a guy called Gordon Wilkins, 
which celebrated the music scene 
in Harlow during the 80s and 
included two rare tracks from the 
Neurotics. 

“Gordon suggested that, on the 
night of its launch, taking place at 


The Square, some of the people 
and bands from that era would 
perform once again for a laugh, 
and that it would be good if the 
Neurotics reformed and appeared 
with them. 

“I was dead set against doing 
this as I said that I didn’t want to 
go through all the rehearsals that 
would be needed to bring the band 
back up to scratch, especially 
with the knowledge that it would 
all be for just one gig. We had no 
intention at that point in reform¬ 
ing permanently. 

“Then Gordon sealed it by say¬ 
ing that every band on the even¬ 
ing will sound rough and ready as 
none of them have played for 15 to 
20 years and in a way it would be 
appropriate, because back in the 
day we were all learning our 
instruments and experimenting, 
if now, we sound shaky it will be 
more in tune with the old days 
than a polished performance, it 
would basically be punk rock. 

“I then found that I could not 
disagree with that analysis and so 
I succumbed and it was in that 
spirit that The Neurotics agreed 
to bash out a few numbers 
without any rehearsal some 16 
years after they last played. 

“However, it was sold to me to 
be a laugh but on the night the 
band was told they would be fin¬ 
ishing off the evening, that the gig 
was being filmed and then as all 
the other acts turned out great 
sets, we realised just how much of 
a laugh this had not turned out to

be, this had now become serious 
and there was a danger of making 
an arse of themselves. 

“Of the five numbers played on 
the night, only one had all three 
members of the band performing. 
Colin (Dredd) hadn't played any 
bass for 16 years and Blitzkreig 
Bop seem the easiest song for him 
to remember. The other songs had 
Don, a friend of Simon (Lomond, 
the band’s drummer) playing 
bass, he had listened to our list of 
songs via CD, doing a final listen 
in a car outside just before taking 
the stage with us, and I had only 
met him for the first time that 
very afternoon. This really was 
going to be very punk rock, as 
much a risk of it all falling apart 
as the earliest gigs of the band way 
back in 1978. 

Since then the Neurotics have 
continued to gather momentum 

“Now we are playing to more 
people than we did in the 80s, 
we’re better paid and we’ve been 
to some unbelievable places,” said 
Steve. “I’ve had so many fantastic 
experiences that for me it would 
have been a tragedy if I hadn’t got 
back into it. 

“I see us as a relevant band, still 
carrying that banner crying out 
for change and moving forward.”

Out!) being made about us, from 
when we formed to where we are 
now and the political changes that 
have gone on in that time, and 
we’re writing new material so 
there’s no question of us being 
just a revivalist band.” 

A new album is being worked 
on and will hopefully be out next 
year. The Neurotics expanded 
their sound greatly prior to their 
break-up, with the addition of 
horns and slower beats - so where 
will they pick up from? 

“That’s a good question,” 
admitted Steve, “although I’m not 
sure I know the answer. The 


music for the album is coming 
along really well, but how it will 
sound in the end is hard to say 
because it’s still forming. 

“It’s a bit like looking at an 
embryo - although it’s more 
formed than that - and not know¬ 
ing what animal it is. I’ve got a 
sound in my head and it’s chan¬ 
ging all the time as we go along. 

“We’ve been offered a record 
but I don’t know how much we’ll 
get so I don’t know how much we 
can throw at it. I’m not looking at 
horns at the moment though, I’m 
thinking let’s make it powerful 
using the three-piece’.” 


That three-piece comprises 
Steve on guitars and vocals, Adam 
Smith on bass and Simon Lomond 
on drums - Smith filling the gap 
left by Colin Dredd who died in 
2015. 

“No Colin Dredd has funda¬ 
mentally changed the sound so we 
are looking at a different way of 
approaching the backing vocals 
and how it affects the band,” 
revealed Steve. 

“We’re trying to bend the tra¬ 
ditional punk rock format. People 
might have to bend a little bit with 
it, but they will be rewarded when 
they listen to it. I believe the core 


of the band will carry us 
through.” 

Each of the band members has 
his own commitments alongside 
the Neurotics so live perform¬ 
ances aren’t a regular thing. 
However with a spot on the annu¬ 
al Rebellion punkfest in Black¬ 
pool this summer, the Harlow trio 
have chosen a hometown show at 
Phoenix Live on July 27 as a 
warm-up. 

“We’re also playing in Camden 
on the evening of Trump’s visit on 
Juy 13,” Steve pointed out. “So we 
are trying to get people down to 
London to protest, then maybe 


grab a bite to eat and come and let 
of some steam by seeing us play 
live. 

“Then it’s Harlow. Despite not 
having the fantastic Square any 
more, this intimate venue is a 
great little place. We go from there 
to the massive Empress Ballroom 
in Blackpool, so there will be a big 
difference. 

“I’m really excited about the 
Neurotics playing in Harlow. Our 
last gig in the town was the last 
gig ever at The Square. I really, 
really miss The Square but this is 
an opportunity for us to enjoy 
music in the town centre again. 

Venue 

“This venue can be a lot of 
things and one of them is a spring¬ 
board for bands to get going.”

Musical 
punk poetry duo Cherry & Peesh 
will also be performing. 


Web guru 
helps target 
cash for 
first aiders 

ESSEX County Council says the 
successful recruitment of 160 
mental health first aiders follow¬ 
ing the death of a young girl in 
South Woodham Ferrers shows 
the power of social media as it 
bids to spend more than £10 mil¬ 
lion in grants more effectively. 

Essex County Council is work¬ 
ing with Jon Morter - credited 
with sending Rage against the 
Machine to number 1 in the 
charts - to help map every single 
place-based Facebook group in 
the county to better understand 
who those influencers are. 

The council spends about 
£10.7m a year on grant funding - 
supporting around 262 organisa¬ 
tions. 

However, it is looking to change 
the way the fund is administered, 
including launching a place- 
based community chest to be 
delivered through micro grants 
by using social media to identify 
local needs. 

It says the training of around 
160 mental health first aiders in 
the wake of the death of Holly 
Clacy in South Woodham Ferrer 
shows its power to circumvent 
traditional organisations. 

Kirsty O’Callaghan, head of 
strengthening communities at 
Essex County Council, said: “It is 
not one size fits all and we would 
be looking to deliver participat¬ 
ory budgeting programmes 
through Council for Voluntary 
Services and traditional means. 

“However in terms of extending 
our reach to a different audience 
we do need to think about that as a 
platform. I have been doing some 
work with a social media expert to 
map every single place based 
Facebook group to understand 
who is administrating those Face- 
book groups, who is administrat¬ 
ing those Twitter feeds, to start to 
think about Essex’s role as an 
enabler directly with communit¬ 
ies where we might not always 
need to go through organisa¬ 
tions. 

Community 

“There was a situation in South 
Woodham Ferrers where young 
girl took her own life, through the 
local placed-based Facebook 
group, the community was talk¬ 
ing about what they would like to 
do. 

“We were able to support that 
community by offering mental 
health first aid training. We put 
out [a message] - 160 people 
signed up, all got trained and now 
we have 160 mental health first 
aid coaches in one town.” 

An Essex County Council 
spokesperson said: “Communic¬ 
ating via social media is the norm 
for many of our residents and it is 
important we communicate with 
them on the channels they are 
using. 

“We have commissioned a local 
social media expert to help us 
engage with local community 
Facebook groups, this piece of 
work is vital in getting to the 
heart of communities in Essex. 

“We have identified and 
engaged with the administrators 
of local community groups, who 
are a valuable community asset in 
helping us to understand the 
needs and views of our com¬ 
munity. 

“We want to listen to our res¬ 
idents and this is a key way that 
we can do this. 

“Working with a number of 
these administrators we have also 
encouraged local volunteering.

Protect our 
children 

SOCIAL media companies 
need to act now to protect 
children after Barnardo’s 
revealed more than half of 
12-year-olds have posted live 
videos on apps and websites 
meant for older children and 
adults. 

A survey by YouGov found 
that 57 per cent of 12-year- 
Julia Bradbury olds and more than one-in- 




four children aged 10 (28 pe 
cent) have admitted live 
streaming content over the 
internet. The results suggest 
thousands of younger 
children may be putting 
themselves at risk by sharing 
live videos on sites with a 
minimum age limit of 13. 

Urgent action is needed 
because we know from our 
specialist services across the 
UK that children are at risk 
of live grooming’ on online 
platforms. 

Tech companies are 
simply not doing enough to 


keep children safe. Our 
research shows that children 
use livestreaming apps that 
are not appropriate for their 
ages so tech giants need to 
ensure they put robust age- 
verification rules in place. 

Theresa May vowed to 
make the UK the safest place 
in the world to be online, but 
new laws are not expected 
for at least two years. This is 
simply not good enough for 
the children who need 
protecting now.

THERE has been much 
publicity recently in the 
national media regarding 
knife crime. Too many young 
people are losing their lives 



Knife amnesty bin 


or being seriously injured 
and the impact of knife 
crime is significant and 
affects the whole 
community. 

There is a knife amnesty 
bin situated outside Harlow 
Police Station which has 
been provided by the 
registered charity ‘Only 
Cowards Carry’, which was 
founded in November 2012 
by Caroline Shearer in 
memory of her 17-year-old 
son fay Winston, who was 
fatally stabbed in the same 
year. 

The charity works in 
partnership with the police, 
crime stoppers, MPs and 
other agencies, and delivers 
important messages around 
knife crime, drugs and 
alcohol misuse, gang culture 
as well as increasing parent 
and teacher awareness. The 
knife bin is managed and 
emptied by the charity and is 
not monitored by police, so 
please make use of the 
facility and dispose of any 


unwanted knives. Further 
information can be found at 
onlycowardscarry.org. 

Essex Police continue to 
work hard locally to reduce 
knife crime and will deal 
positively with anyone found 
unlawfully in possession of a 
knife or offensive weapon. 

On june 3 a 28-year-old man 
attempted to enter a pub in 
Market Square, Harlow, with 
a knife concealed in a 
bracelet. He was arrested 
and recently appeared before 
magistrates where he was 
sentenced to four months’ 
imprisonment and a £115 
fine. Hopefully a deterrent to 
anyone thinking of carrying 
a knife unlawfully. 

I recently had the pleasure 
of attending a local awards 
presentation held at the 
Great Parndon Community 
Centre in Harlow. 

Chief Superintendent Andy 
Mariner presented 
certificates to a number of 
police officers and staff for 
various acts of bravery, 


professionalism and hard 
work. An excellent 
opportunity to thank officers 
who had gone above and 
beyond in supporting 
victims of domestic violence, 
arresting dangerous 
offenders, locating 
vulnerable missing people - 
just a few of the incidents 


that were mentioned. 

The next ‘coffee with cops 
is on Thursday, july 5, from 
noon to 1pm at McDonalds, 
Staple Tye Shopping Centre, 
Southern Way. It is an 
opportunity to meet with a 
local community policing 
team officer and discuss 
issues over a free coffee.

If it's good enough 
for Scotland, is it 
good enough for us?

Should the voting age in local and general elections be 
reduced to 16 ?

THE question of votes at 16 
has been a long standing 
one, and in June 2015 the 
Scottish Parliament 
answered it. 

If 16 and 17-year-olds can 
now vote in Scottish 
Parliamentary and local 
elections, why is the rest of 
the UK still stumbling over 


its response? 

Wales is set to be next to 
follow, allowing 16 and 17- 
year-olds to vote in Welsh 
assembly and local elections 
from 2022. 

With the return of power 
sharing in Stormont 
remaining distant, it’s 
difficult to say when votes at 
16 might come to Northern 
Ireland. 

However, in 2012 a motion 
on votes at 16 was passed 
but didn’t take effect 
because changes in voting 
age can only be made by 
Westminster. 

Clearly the question we 
should be asking about votes 
at 16 is not if, but when? 

Having campaigned 
outside Harlow College with 
others to encourage young 
people to vote, I know that if 
we’re to overcome the 
disconnect between political 
education and voting we 
must give 16 and 17 year- 
olds a voice at the ballot box. 

If you’re unsure why we 


should extend the franchise, 
well the arguments are out 
there. I’m simply writing to 
say that the ship has sailed, 
the cat has been let out of 
the bag. Votes at 16 will soon 
become a reality. Let’s stop 
discussing the question, 
instead start preparing for 
the answer by talking to 
young people about voting. 

What currently faces us all 
when we turn 18 is that we 
are asked to make a decision, 
hopefully not just for 
ourselves but one which we 
think is in the interest of the 
many. We are asked to vote 
not just for politicians, but 
for their ideas and policies 
which last far longer than the 
campaigns which see them 
elected. In the case of 
referenda, the decisions we 
take span generations. 

However, the power and 
responsibility contained 
within our vote isn’t an 
argument against votes at 16, 
it’s all the more reason to 
grant it. 



NO! Without exception, all 
my children and their friends 
don’t have the slightest 
interest in politics, and they 
range from 45 to 55. 

My grandchildren think it’s 
funny when I bring the 
subject up at home. 

I read in the Daily Express 
earlier this week, about this 
21-year-old contestant in the 
Love Island programme on 
the telly. 

When asked about Brexit, 
she had absolutely no idea 
what the questioner was 
talking about, she hadn’t got 
a clue who the Prime 
Minister was or what her 
local MP stood for, and most 
youngsters I find are the 
same these days. 

Do we really want to ruin 
their teenage years with 
dubious and depressing 
politics? 


It leaves me cold to hear 
the MPs shouting at each 
other in the House of 
Commons. I didn’t take any 
interest in politics until I was 
about 50. 

I used to vote Conservative 
as I was told to by my father, 
I knew he was looking after 
his family and I left it to him 
to decide who was the better 
political party of the time. 

When I did take notice I 
was struck by a speech made 
by Alan Sked on the wireless, 
one of the founders of Ukip, 
and I went to the first Ukip 
conference I could, and 
heard Nigel Farage trying to 
calm an unhappy gathering 
of members and then went 
on to make Ukip a 
household name. 

In America I understand to 
drink in public you have to 
be 21 but only 18 to vote.

YES - as is already the case 
in Scotland for the Scottish 
parliament and local 
elections. Sixteen and 17- 
year-olds can work and pay 
tax, and join the Army. 

How dare we not give 
them the vote? There should 
be no taxation without 
representation. That is an 
outrage. 

The future belongs to 
young people and major 
decisions about the long 
term future of our country 
are being taken in these 
momentous times. 

We should have a diverse 
political scene including 
diversity in age. 

There is no monopoly on 
knowledge for any particular 
generation. 

Evidence from the Scottish 
independence referendum, 
and substantiated by 


research from Austria and 
Norway, shows - aided by 
the encouragement of 
families and schools - 16 and 
17-year-olds have higher 
rates of turnout than 18 to 
24-year-olds. 

We need to draw them in 
at this age to keep them in 
the democratic system. 

In the EU referendum of 
two years ago there was a 
great divide between the age 
groups. 

Under-25s were more than 
twice as likely to vote 
Remain (71%) than Leave 
(29%). For over-65s the 
opposite was the case, as 
64% of over-65s voted to 
Leave while only 36% voted 
to Remain. 

By the time we leave, those 
who were 16 and 17-year- 
olds in June 2016 qualify for 
a vote - but too late. 


And they will have to live 
with the consequences much 
longer than the rest of us. 

That is one of the reasons 
why the Green Party is 
supporting the call for a 
people’s vote on the final 
deal, to ensure that we truly 
give democracy to all of our 
population, young and old. 

As Caroline Lucas, Green 
Party co-leader, said: “We 
should give Britain’s 1.5 
million 16 and 17-year-olds - 
the first generation to have 
received citizenship 
education - a say in what 
will very much be their 
future. 

The Government should 
urgently change the law to 
expand the electorate - to 
truly hand people control. 
After trebling tuition fees, 
cutting housing benefit for 
young people and slashing

allowance - surely the 
Government should give 
young people a chance to 
have a say on the policies 
that are affecting them.”

Hard work is rewarded as Ofsted inspectors 
award Passmores Academy a good rating 


PASSMORES Academy staff 
were delighted to receive 
affirmation of their hard 
work and commitment to 
their students following the 
results of a successful two- 
day Ofsted inspection last 
month. 

The school, which was 
rated good across all areas of 
judgement, was praised for 
the principal’s “inspirational 
leadership” which Ofsted 
said “creates a culture of 
high expectations and 
ambition”. 

Other notable comments 
highlighted the good 
behaviour of students, 
reporting that they are 


tolerant and respectful 
towards each other and feel 
confident to be different. 
Students told inspectors that 
discrimination and 
derogatory language are not 
tolerated, with one young 
person commenting: 
“Passmores is definitely for 
everyone and anyone.” 

The report goes on to say

Projects are 
a popular 
way of 
learning for 
students 


A FRESH approach to 
homework is proving to be a 
successful way to inspire 
students at Passmores 
Academy. ‘Student Agency in 
Learning’, otherwise known 
as SAIL, offers a range of 
project-based learning 
initiatives which students 
can choose from for 
themselves. One talented 
student who is making the 
most of the opportunity is 
budding scientist, Zara Man. 
Zara has produced some 
astounding examples of 
work, including labelled 
crochet models of bacteria 
and viruses, a website about 
genetic conditions, and 
perhaps most impressively, a 
stop-motion film which 
demonstrates the impact of 
plastics in our oceans. 

Zara said: ‘I find science 
really interesting and it’s a 
subject I can really push 
myself in. Having a choice of 
work means that I can be 


more creative and find 
different ways to explain 
things. Designing a website 
was part of the project so I 
used this to show what the 
impact of plastic is in our 
seas. When I made the 
crocheted bacteria, I tried 
out different designs first to 
see how I could make it. I 
thought that crochet might 
be something that no one 
else had done’. 

The SAIL approach in 
science lessons has 
reportedly transformed the 
way students are learning. 
The choice of four different 
activities for each concept 
taught caters to all students’ 
abilities and allows them to 
stretch themselves with a 
range of creative 
possibilities. 

Head of Key Stage 3 
Science, Anita Schultschik 
said: ‘SAIL helps the really 
able students to go further 
and some of them get really 



creative. But it also supports 
students of differing abilities 
because although they are 
still being challenged, they 
don’t feel the pressure of 


producing something which 
has a right or wrong answer. 
We have found that students 
can take more ownership of 
their learning and this has 


produced some fantastic 
outcomes’.

The lack of youth services is adding to 
the dissatisfaction that youngsters feel 


ON June 6, a bill for a 
statutory youth service was 
read out in parliament by 
Lloyd Russell-Moyle MP, 
with the hope that providing 
a youth service will become 
law in England. Clare 
Harrison McCartney and 
Rhiannon May Jenldns, 
represented Harlow Young 
Labour and lobbied Robert 
Halfon MP of Harlow in 
parliament. 

People from all over the 
country attended to back the 
bill. Clare and Rhiannon 
were invited to Robert 
Halfon MP’s, office in 
parliament, to discuss the 
bill. Clare said: “I remember 
play schemes in Harlow, 
which nurtured our talents. 
We had youth clubs and The 


Square was a great place to 
meet and feel safe amongst 
like minds. I feel that the 
lack of youth services is 
adding to the dissatisfaction 
and hopelessness that young 
people feel today. They need 
somewhere to go and have 
fun, and to find their own 
unique gift, be it art, music, 
writing, comedy, acting, 
politics or sport. Leisure time 
is not the same as work and 
school. The isolation of 
staying in and playing some 
computer games is not 
always healthy, socialising 
with people can be 
wonderful therapy and a 
good way to speak about our 
problems and worries. Many 
young people face life alone 
and wont always share their 


inner concerns. A youth 
service can provide a safe 
space for young people to 
express themselves.” 

Laura McAlpine, 
Parliamentary Candidate for 
Harlow and the villages and 
Young Labour Youth 
Coordinator, said: I will be 
supporting the inclusion of a 
statutory youth service in the 
next Labour manifesto as 
part of our education service. 
The disastrous , pernicious 
cuts that the conservatives 
have inflicted on our 
councils have resulted in the 
closure of youth services 
across the country. Harlow 
has seen the closure of The 
Square and Occasion House, 
amongst other services that I 
benefited from in my youth.

BUT ERONTMAN 
STEVE DREWETT 
TELLS MARTIN 
NEAL THAT THE 
REFORMED 
HARLOW PUNK 
BAND IS JUST 
AS RELEVANT 
AS EVER 


hen Newtown 
Neurotics frontman 
Steve Drewett was 
asked if he fancied 
reforming the 

legendary Harlow punk band 
after 16 years of inactivity he 
was convinced it was a terrible 
idea. 

But once it was pointed out 

hat being raw and under¬ 
prepared on stage was one of 
the most punk things it’s 
possible to do, he soon 
changed his mind. 

Sure enough audiences 
found the left-wing rabble 
rousers’ anti-establishment 
attitude as relevant now as it 
was first time around. 

Now with a documentary 
about the group’s rise, fall and 
rise again in production and a 
new album in the pipeline, the 
streetwise trio look set to keep 
going for years to come. 

With songs like Kick Out the 
Tories and Living With 
Unemployment, the Neurotics 
spoke for a disaffected 
generation before they split. 
And when they came back, the 
political landscape was pretty 
similar, making them just as 
relevant today. 

“The people who keep an 
eye on these things could see 
the direction of travel, 
politically,” explained Steve. 
“And those who don’t started 


to realise that we’re in this 
mess. 

“Our lyrics are still relevant 
now because we haven’t had 
any significant change in this 
country so it’s benefitted the 
Neurotics in that way.” 

So while the political 
landscape may be similar, the 
technological and cultural 
shifts are enormous. When the 
Neurotics split in 1988 nobody 
wanted to know about punk 
any more and Steve went off 
and did all the things he’d 
missed out on through playing 
in the band, such as travelling 
and raising a family. 

Then 14 years ago he was 
asked to put the band back 
together for a reunion gig to 
mark the launch of a double 
CD called The Stortbeat 
Collective, featuring two 
Neurotics tracks, at The Square 
in Harlow, organised by 
Gordon Wilkins. 

“Gordon suggested that, on 
the night of its launch, taking 
place at The Square, some of 
the people and bands from 
that era would perform once 
again for a laugh,” said Steve, 
“and that it would be good if 
the Neurotics reformed and 
appeared with them. 

“I was dead set against doing 
this as I said that I didn’t want 
to go through all the rehearsals 
that would be needed to bring 


the band back up to scratch, 
especially with the knowledge 
that it would all be for just one 
gig. We had no intention at 
that point in reforming 
permanently. 

“Then Gordon sealed it by 
saying that every band on the 
evening will sound rough and 
ready as none of them have 
played for 15 to 20 years and in 
a way it would be appropriate, 
because back in the day we 
were all learning our 
instruments and 
experimenting, if now, we 
sound shaky it will be more in 
tune with the old days than a 
polished performance, it would 
basically be punk rock. 

“I then found that I could 
not disagree with that analysis 
and so I succumbed and it was 
in that spirit that The 
Neurotics agreed to bash out a 
few numbers without any 
rehearsal some 16 years after 
they last played.” 

Since then the Neurotics 
have continued to gather 
momentum. A documentary 
(Kick Out) is being made and a 
new album is being worked on 
and will hopefully be out next 
year. The Neurotics expanded 
their sound greatly prior to 
their break-up, with the 
addition of horns and slower 
beats - so where will they pick 
up from? 


“That’s a good question,” 
admitted Steve, “although I’m 
not sure I know the answer. 
The music for the album is 
coming along really well, but 
how it will sound in the end is 
hard to say because it’s still 
forming. 

“It’s a bit like looking at an 
embryo - although it’s more 
formed than that - and not 
knowing what animal it is. I’ve 
got a sound in my head and 
it’s changing all the time as we 
go along. 

“We’ve been offered a record 
but I don’t know how much 
we’ll get so I don’t know how 
much we can throw at it. I’m 
not looking at horns at the 
moment though, I’m thinking 
‘let’s make it powerful using 
the three-piece’.” 

That three-piece comprises 
Steve on guitars and vocals, 
Adam Smith on bass and 
Simon Lomond on drums - 
Smith filling the gap left by 
Colin Dredd who died in 2015.

TROUBLED WATERS 


ADRIFT (12A) ★★★★★ 

C alifornian actress 
Shailene Woodley 
buoyed the Divergent 
saga and conjured a 
tsunami of tears with 
her emotionally raw 
performance in The Fault In 
Our Stars. 

In the waterlogged thriller 
Adrift, she anchors an 
extraordinary true story of 
survival against the odds in the 
aftermath of a category four 
storm, which tore across the 
Pacific in the autumn of 1983. 

Baltasar Kormakur’s picture 
sails into similar choppy 
waters as the 2013 one-hander 
All Is Lost, which pitted Robert 
Redford against the raging 
elements of the Indian Ocean 
in a stricken boat. 

The Icelandic filmmaker, 
who previously scaled the 
dizzy heights of Everest with 
Jake Gyllenhaal, shows an 
equally sure footing at sea, 
nimbly choreographing action 
sequences that quicken the 
pulse. 

He reserves the pivotal set- 
piece for the second half, 
marshalling digital effects and 
directorial brio to propel ill- 
fated lovebirds into the eye of 
a storm and a towering wall of 
water that will surely smash 
their 44-foot yacht to 
smithereens. 


We are left in no doubt about 
the devastation wrought by 
Mother Nature on a couple, 
who never thought they would 
be stranded for 41 days 1,500 
miles from salvation. 

Wandering spirit Tami 
Oldham (Woodley) finds her 
way from San Diego to the 
sun-kissed shores of Tahiti. 

Soon after, handsome British 
adventurer Richard Sharp 
(Sam Claflin) arrives on his 
sailboat, Mayaluga, and 
catches Tami’s eye. 


“Will you sail around the 
world with me?” he coos, 
persuading Tami to 
accompany him towards the 
infinite horizon. 

Instead, good friends Peter 
(Jeffrey Thomas) and Christine 
(Elizabeth Hawthorne) offer 
Richard 10,000 US dollars to 
captain their yacht Hazana to 
San Diego. It’s a 4,000-mile 
trek to the place that Tami 
thought she had left behind 
but she agrees to accompany 
her beau. 


A few days into the 
expedition, the couple sail into 
the eye of Hurricane Raymond, 
which is powered by 140mph 
winds. Richard is thrown 
overboard, Tami is knocked 
unconscious, Hazana’s masts 
are snapped like twigs and the 
hull is breached. 

Miraculously, Tami fashions 
a makeshift sail, pumps out 
water and drags Richard’s 
injured body from the waves. 

Their plight seems hopeless 
and Richard drolly likens the 
incapacitated vessel to “a 
needle in a blue haystack”. 

The couple’s sole chance at 
rescue relies on navigating a 
painfully slow course towards 
Hawaii using a sextant and 
watch. 

Adrift rests largely on 
Woodley and she keeps the 
picture afloat with a typically 
engaging, heartfelt 
performance. 

Tami’s back story is 
undernourished - we’re never 
told explicitly why she is 
determined to fly the family 
nest - but the central romance 
simmers nicely thanks to on¬ 
screen heat generated by 
Claflin’s dashing paramour. 

The script employs a 
fractured chronology to 
conceal the sole narrative 
twist, which leaves a lump in 
the throat as a flood of relief 
churns up unexpected despair.

SICARI0 2: S0LDAD0 (15) 

Stefano Sollima, Italian director of Suburra and 
the TV series Gomorra, follows Denis Villeneuve 
into the director's chair for this tautly paced 
sequel to the award-winning 2015 thriller 
Sicario. 

Taylor Sheridan returns to screenwriting 
duties, opening with the horrific image of three 
suicide bombers walking into a supermarket in 
Kansas City and detonating their vests, despite 
pleas for mercy from terrified customers. 

Government official James Riley (Matthew 
Modine) responds to the outrage by authorising 
Matt Graver (Josh Brolin) to undertake a covert 
mission to prevent Mexican drugs cartels from 
exploiting weaknesses in US border security, 
which allowed the bombers into the country. 

Graver hatches a hare-brained scheme with 
old ally, Alejandro (Benicio Del Toro), to kidnap 
Isabel Reyes (Isabela Moner), the 12-year-old 
daughter of Carlos Reyes, who is head of the 
powerful Sonoran cartel. 

US operatives will frame the rival Matamoros 
cartel for the abduction and light a fuse on a 
bloody turf war that will hopefully result in the 
two Mexican operations wiping each other out. 

Alejandro has a deep personal connection to 
Reyes and he is entrusted with Isabel's safety 
as the bullets start to fly. 


TAG (15) 

The quintet of fortysomething men, who reunite 
every year in Jeff Tomsic's potty-mouthed 
buddy comedy, blow a raspberry at the idea of 
responsible behaviour now they have grown up. 

This merry band of suited professionals, 
wastrels and dreamers stave off the spectre of 
middle-age by devoting one month every year 
to the playground game of tag, travelling 
between states and donning disguises if 
necessary to touch an unsuspecting victim. 

The last person to be tagged as the bell tolls 
midnight on May 31 is deemed the loser until 
the following year when the hijinks begin again. 

Aside from a horribly misjudged gag about 
miscarriage, which is milked to the point that 
toes curl, Tag complements bountiful laughs 
with heart-warming sentiment. 


THE BOOKSHOP (PG) 

In an early scene from Spanish writer-director 
Isabel Coixet's adaptation of Penelope 
Fitzgerald's novel, one kindly resident of the 
Suffolk coastal town of Hardborough complains 
that reading is a physical ordeal for a working 
man. 

Alas, the big screen version of The Bookshop 
also inspires an unshakeable weariness despite 
committed performances from Emily Mortimer 
and Bill Nighy as the only residents of the 
close-knit community, willing to surrender 
themselves to the intoxicating power of the 
written word. 
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INGREDIENTS 

16 fresh or frozen 
langoustines, 
defrosted; 2tbsp 
vegetable oil (to 
coat the 

langoustines); 2tsp 
ground turmeric; a 
generous pinch of 
sea salt 

For the pickled turmeric: 

200g fresh turmeric root, 
peeled; 100ml pickling liguor 
(see below) 

For the pickling liquor: 
(Makes lltr): 500ml white 
wine vinegar; 500g caster 
sugar; 2 star anise; 1 
cinnamon stick; 4 cloves; 2 
fresh Indian bay leaves 
For the lasooni butter: 200g 
unsalted butter, at room 
temperature; a bunch of 
fresh coriander; 5 garlic 
cloves, peeled; 4 green 
chillies; a couple of squeezes 
of lime juice; a pinch of salt 

METHOD: 

1. Put all the pickling 
liquor ingredients in a 
saucepan over a low 
heat. Stir occasionally 
until all the sugar 
dissolves. Remove from 
the heat and set aside to 
cool before decanting 
into a sterilised jar. 

Store in the fridge. 

2. Peel the turmeric 
root into thin ribbons, 
place into a bowl. Steep 
in the pickling liquor for 
1-2 hours at room 
temperature, then keep 
in the fridge. 




GRILLED LANGOUSTINES WITH 


PICKLES TURMERIC AND 


LASOONIBUTTER 


(SERVES 4) 


3. Prepare the 
langoustines by cutting 
lengthways down the 
centre of each, keeping 
the head intact, and 
removing the intestinal 
thread. Marinate in the 
oil, turmeric and salt, 
then cover and set aside 
in the refrigerator. 

4. Make the lasooni 
butter by blitzing the 
butter in a food 
processor with the 
coriander, garlic, green 
chillies, a squeeze of 
lime juice and salt. 

5. Grill the langoustines 
under a high heat for 
2-3 minutes on each 
side until just cooked. 
(Alternatively, cook 
them in a frying pan 
over a medium to high 
heat. Ensure you do not 
overcook them.) 

6. Melt the lasooni 
butter in a small frying 
pan to retain its colour. 
Squeeze in little lime 
juice, then spoon it over 
the langoustines. 
Garnish with pickled 
turmeric and serve. 


INDIAN STUNNER 


Y OU don't tend to go to 
Indian restaurants for 
fried chicken, and Will 
Bowlby did not go and 
set up his own Indian 
joint, Kricket, to serve it, but 
some things just happen. 

His Keralan-influenced 
version, laced with turmeric and 
Kashmiri red chilli powder, is 
one of his menu regulars - but 
was a total accident, thanks to a 
tandoor-free kitchen and a 
small, convenient deep-fat fryer. 

You'll find the fried chicken in 
Will's debut recipe collection, 
Kricket: An Indian-inspired 
Cookbook, alongside his other 
signature dishes; samphire 
pakoras - the salty seaweed-like 
strands are deep-fried then 
dredged through a tamarind and 
date chutney; and bhel puri - a 
raw crunchy mix of deep-fried 
chickpea noodles, puffed rice, 
coriander fronds and zingy 
chutneys - which he's layering 
up on the pass as we talk. 

Will, 29, started cooking aged 
10 ("in a very amateurish way, 
obviously"), and was largely 
inspired by his grandmother and 
Jamie Oliver's, The Naked Chef. 

So keen on the chef life, he 
helped pay his way through 
university at Newcastle by setting 
up his own private catering 
company, Will2Cook, as a 
16-year-old, cooking for family 
and friends' events. 

"It was good 
practice and people 
seemed to like it - 
although I was young, 
so they had to say 
that," he says wryly. 

The plan was always 
to get through school 
and uni, then wrangle 
his way into a 
professional kitchen 
as quickly as possible (which 
ended up including working for 
chef Rowley Leigh at London 
restaurant Le Cafe Anglais). 

What had not been part of the

agenda, incredibly, considering 
how his career's panned out, was 
Indian food. 

"I never really ate Indian food," 
he admits. "If I was to have a 
takeaway, I'd have a Chinese.” 

Even when he landed a job at 
prestigious, old- 
school Mumbai 
restaurant Khyber, it 
was to run a 
European-style 
kitchen. 

"I didn't go to India 
with the idea of doing 
something with 
Indian food," he says 
- but during the two 
9 years he spent there, 
he got sucked into the country’s 
kaleidoscopic food scene. "It's 
hard not to, it's everywhere you 
go, you can smell it, you can see 
it in the street." 


Will started taking Indian 
cooking classes with the 
private chef of a 
Mumbai art dealer, 
and supplemented 
staff meals with hot 
and sour street 
food and kebabs 
eaten outside at 
ramshackle rooftop 
restaurants. 

Although, "I’m not 
going to lie," he adds 
with a laugh, "some days I'd just 
go to Pizza Express because I 
wanted to sit in an air- 
conditioned room and have a 
Diet Coke and a pizza." 

He spent his last three months 
in India travelling, ostensibly to 
eat, and scribbling down his 
thoughts, ideas and the dishes 
he'd tasted as he trailed through 
Goa and Calcutta, eating

handfuls of chaat in old Delhi, 
and shami kebabs in Lucknow. 

Then he came home, spent 
time in the kitchen with Indian 
chef Vivek Singh and launched 
Kricket with his business partner 
Rik Campbell. 

What started out as a two-man 
kitchen in a South London 
shipping container, by the end of 
this year will see Will running 
three locations. 

"I miss the simplicity of it, I 
miss seeing every single person 
walk through the door," he says 
of his 40ft tin restaurant, and its 
'tiny, cramped kitchen; 

"I loved it, I wouldn't change it 
for anything, it got us what we 
have now.” That includes fans 
like chefs Michel Roux Jnr, Pierre 
Koffmann and MasterChef 
champion Thomasina Miers. 

Does he find it daunting, 
playing with traditional Indian 
flavours and foods? "And 
daunting in the respect that I’m 
also not Indian?" he says. "Yeah, 

I never really thought about that. 

"I'm very, very much aware of 
India being a nation that's 
passionate about their food, and 
that also means that for some 
people, dishes have to be 
done in a certain way. 
v I'm not saying that's 
not right, but in 
reality, every 
household you go 
to, every 100m you 
go, things are done 
in a different way 
- and everyone's 
'right,' so who's 
right?!" 

"Why shouldn't I do my own 
thing?" he adds, handing me a 
spoon and a bowl of that crisp 
bhel puri, traditionally made 
except for the slick of yoghurt 
draped across the top. 

"Everyone else is."

THERE'S a first time for 
everything. I jumped out of a 
minibus at a Portuguese winery 
and saw a kangaroo. It didn't 
want to see me and hid in a bush. 

Around the corner there was an 
overprotective mummy llama, 
some goats and a clutch of 
chickens. 

I was in the Vinho verde region 
and if anything signified "don't 
take things for granted'' it was 
those moments wandering 
around the grounds of Quinta da 
Torre before tasting their wine. 

Vinho Verde is known for its 
simple, light, fresh wines; slightly 
spritzy, low in alcohol and perfect 
for a summer's day. 

Yes, the wines can be all of that 
and after spending three (wet) 
days in this region I've come 
away pretty much in love with the 
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grape varieties and their floral 
fruitiness. It rained a lot, but it 
only served to heighten the 
lushness of the countryside. 

Vinho verde means "green 
wine" as a reference to young 
traditional wines, but to me it will 
always mean that beautiful green 
landscape. 

The main white varieties are 
Alvarinho (complex, quince, 
peach), avesso (orange, almonds, 
floral), azal (fresh, citrus, acidity), 
arinto (ripe apple, pear, flowers), 
loureiro (citrus, rose, freesia) and 
trajadura (apple, pear, peach). 


The traditional white blend is 
loureiro (60%) arinto (20%) and 
trajadura (20%) creating wines 
with a fruity, floral aroma, and 
refreshing, balanced acidity. My 
mouth is watering remembering 
them. 

Every vintage the wines are 
assessed by the region's wine 
commision to earn the stamp of 
approval which you'll see on the 
back of every vinho verde bottle. 

Right, let's find some wines! 

Back to the "kangaroo" 
vineyard and Quinta da Torre. 
S.Caetano Vinho Verde Arinto 
(£12.95, Master of Malt, 13.5% 
abv) was my favourite from that 
morning's tasting. It has a good 
acidity and a fruit bowl of 
flavours and aromas; lemon, 
lime, pears, tangerine, 
mandarin. I had a second sip (at 


least) just to confirm how much I 
enjoyed it. 

The following day, winemaker 
Antonio Braga of Quinta de 
Azevedo enthused me with his 
love of the region as we stood in 
the rain. One of his wines, Quinta 
de Azevedo, Vinho Verde 2017 
(£7.95, The Wine Society, or 
£5.99 in a mix six deal at 
I Majestic, 11.5% abv), pictured, 
I has loureiro at its heart and is 
I dappled by notes of apples, 

II pears, lemons and flowers. 

A couple of accessible high 
street vinho verde wines 
^k include the Co-op's Escudo 
mk Vinho Verde (£5.99, 9.5% 

I abv) which is delightful for a 
I garden sip, gently spritzy 
.1 and full of citrus. Over at 
J Sainsbury's you can find 
^0 Alvorada Vinho Verde (£5, 


10% abv) which has citrus, apples 
and that same tickling spritz. 

Finally, the region isn't just 
about white wine. I discovered 
this delicious sparkling pink 
Quinta da Canada Couvee de 
Choix Rose (£19.99, 
drinkportuguesewine.co.uk, 

12.5% abv) which is a blend of 
alvarinho and the red grape 
variety vinhao and has notes of 
red fruits and brioche. I sipped it 
outside the winery's palatial Casa 
da Calgada before dinner. It 
wasn't raining but I didn't care.

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INGREDIENTS 

8 boneless, skinless, free-range 
chicken thighs, cut into 2.5cm 
pieces; a handful of micro 
coriander cress; 1 thumb-size 
piece of fresh ginger root, very 
finely sliced into strips 
For the marinade: 300g Greek 
yoghurt; 3tbsp mustard oil; 

2tbsp ginger & garlic paste (see 
below); Itbsp ground turmeric;

METHOD 

1. Make the ginger 
and garlic paste. 
Blitz the ginger 
and garlic in a 
blender, gradually 
adding enough oil 
to make a smooth 
paste. Store in a 
sterilised jar in the fridge 
(will keep for two weeks). 

2. Make the marinade. Hang 
the yoghurt by turning it out 
of its packaging into a muslin 
(cheesecloth), tie the ends 
and hang it over a dish for 
one hour. Ensure the yoghurt 
isn't stirred or disturbed, or 
you will lose it through the 
muslin. Put the yoghurt in a 
bowl and add the marinade 
ingredients and stir together. 



3. Add the chicken to the 
bowl and coat in the 
marinade. Cover and leave 
in the fridge for 12 hours, 
or overnight. 

4. When ready to make 
the sauce, heat the oil in a 
pan over a medium heat, 
add the whole spices and 
allow them to infuse in the 
oil for 30 seconds or so 
before adding the ginger and 
garlic paste, chilli powder 
and green chillies. Cook for a 
couple of minutes, turn the 
heat down to medium-low, 
add the tomatoes, then cover 
and cook until the sauce has 
reduced by a third and the 
oil has separated from the 
tomatoes (about 30 mins). 

5. Remove the whole spices, 
then add the cream, butter, 
garam masala and fenugreek 
leaves. Season to taste with 
sugar and salt. Let it simmer 
as you cook the chicken. 

6. Sear the marinated thighs 
in a hot pan for about 15 
minutes until just cooked 
through, then add them to 
the sauce. Mix and adjust the 
seasoning, if required. 

7. Just before serving, drizzle 
with cream and top with 
fresh coriander and ginger.

Men - talk about your 

feelings as much as 
you do about football 

Comedians Romesh Ranganathan and Rob Beckett tell PRUDENCE WADE 
why they are backing a campaign to help men with their mental health

C HANCES are, this summer, 
you're probably going to see 
more men crying in pubs 
than you would at any other 
time of the year. 

Why? Because it's the FIFA World 
Cup, and few things get more of an 
emotional response than football. 

Even though comedians Romesh 
Ranganathan and Rob Beckett are big 
soccer fans and will no doubt be 
spending the next few weeks yelling 
at their TV screens, the big event has 
caused them to ask the question: 

Why are men happy to display their 
emotions over football, but not 
anything else? 

Of course, there are generalisations 
at play here - it's not like women 
don't watch football and bottle up 
their emotions, and not every man is 
incapable of speaking about their 
feelings. 

However, the sad fact of the 
matter is men are in the midst of a 
mental health crisis. Suicide is the 
biggest killer of men under 45 in 
the UK, and in 2015, 75% of all 
suicides were male. 

Romesh and Rob are all too 
familiar with this reality, and 
they've come together to 
encourage men to talk about 
mental health, and ask their 
friends how they're doing. It 
could save so many lives. 

Rob believes men just aren't 
given the right tools to express 
themselves. 

"At school, you learn how to do 
Pythagoras, but not how to deal 
with your emotions," he laughs. 

This is a characteristic comment 
from the conversation - both 
comedians can obviously crack a 
joke, but they aren't downplaying 
the seriousness of the subject 
matter. 

As archaic as it is, there's an 
enduring social pressure for men 
to be 'manly! For some reason, 
this means bottling up emotions, 
wrongfully suggesting that getting 
help is a sign of weakness. 

"When you look at the 
stereotypical male relationship, 
it's all banter and not genuinely 
sharing feelings,” Romesh 
explains. "This can lead to men 
feeling unsure about expressing 
any genuine concerns they might 
have, and it arguably makes men 
less likely to check in on their 
mates and see if they're OK.” 

Romesh was shocked by the 
statistics on male suicide, and so 
teamed up with the Campaign 
Against Living Miserably (CALM) 
to encourage men to open up. 

Romesh and Rob are admirably 
open about their personal 
experiences with mental health. 

"When my friend took his own 
life, it was such a shock. I had 
absolutely no idea he was feeling 
like that," Rob says. "We were out 
the week before drinking and 
having the best time, so it came 
out of nowhere.” 

This made Rob realise just how 
damaging it is that men aren't 
discussing weighty issues with each 
other - he didn't know what his 
friend was going through. 

"It's shocking that male suicide is 
such a big killer - way more so than 
the scaremongering things you see in 
the news,” he says. 

Romesh and Rob practice what 


they preach, and discuss their own 
struggles with mental health, and 
what they do to keep themselves 
healthy. 

"When I first did I'm A Celebrity... I 
was really struggling with the 
pressure, because it's quite a 
high-profile show and I'd just started 
doing comedy," Rob says. 


"I was feeling really down, so I 
went to the doctor. I went really early, 
because I'm an open person and 
can't keep a secret. 

"I did some counselling and 
mindfulness meditation which really 
helped me, and I use this - to this day 
- to calm my mind down. If I hadn't 
gone early doors to the doctor, and 


had carried on working or drinking 
through my issues, I don't think I'd 
be in such a good place as I am now." 

Rob is aware that not everyone is 
like him and some can find seeking 
help more difficult, which is why he's 
working to normalise conversations 
around mental health. 

"I think you need to work on your 


mind every day, like you do with 
your body - it's like a muscle,” he 
explains. "It's the same as running 
every day, or going to the gym." 

For both comedians, it's not only 
important to address any issues early 
on, but to continually work on them. 
"If you finish running a marathon, 
you don't think you're then 
physically fit for the rest of your life,” 
Rob laughs. 

Romesh agrees with this, and says: 
"I regularly go through periods of 
stress. When I first started doing 
stand-up, my dad passed away and it 
was difficult for me to deal with, so I 
sunk into a bit of a depression. 

"When I was told about mind 
exercises and mindful meditation, I 
was very sceptical. It didn't sound 
like the kind of thing I would be into 
at all, but I did actually find it helpful. 
I stopped doing it as soon as I felt 
better, but later on, when I felt 
worse, I realised I need to be on top 
of it all the time.” 

Both Romesh and Rob want to 
debunk the idea that talking about 
mental health is hard. 

"Men don't really know what to 
say when someone's not feeling 
well," Rob says. "But in reality, all 
you've got to say is, 'You alright 
mate?' and start a conversation from 
there. 

"Mental health is a big scary thing, 
but it's a bit more mundane and 
day-to-day than people think. There 
are different scales and levels to it.” 

Romesh nods his head and says: 
"People are actually looking for an 
opportunity to open up and talk. 
Sometimes, partly because of being 
British and partly because of being a 
bloke, you think, 'Oh, I'll talk about 
something else, because that will 
take their mind off it!” 

Mental health is particularly taboo 
in certain communities. The charity 
Time To Change conducted a report 
into mental health within the South 
Asian community, and one 
participant said: "Close family try to 
keep it behind closed doors; they 
don't really want the wider 
community to know about it. I think 
they feel it's something to be 
ashamed of.” 

This is a sentiment Romesh agrees 
with, and he has to contend with 
how hard his gender and heritage 
make discussing mental health. 

"When I was at uni, I went to 
counselling because I was 
struggling, and my mum got really 
freaked out," he says. "Culturally 
speaking, mental problems are seen 
as terrifying - if you're getting help, 
people think there must be 
something majorly wrong with you. 

"South Asian communities 
understand physical health issues, 
but they're not as clued up with 
mental health issues - that's my 
impression from my upbringing." 

Men, and all communities, need 
to talk more openly about these 
issues to break the stigma. At it's 
core, Romesh believes the problem is 
that mental health is "just something 
that people aren't comfortable 
addressing." 

■ F&F has teamed up with CALM 
(Campaign Against Living Miserably) 
on its #MarkYourMan campaign to 
promote male mental health and 
encourage men to support each 
other, as they would their team at the 
time of this World Cup.

L et's inject a riot of 

colour into our plots 
by using summer 
bedding. Although 
there is plenty 
flowering at the 
moment, with 
peonies, iris and 

roses at their peak, gardens can start to 
flag a bit as the summer goes on. 

If you plant out summer bedding 
plants now, they will lift your spirits 
and bring flamboyance and perkiness 
to your garden in July, August and 
September. 

In fact, many of these plants, if 
looked after well, will keep flowering 
until first frosts when they can then be 
discarded. Their disposable nature 
allows you to experiment with your 
planting, giving you freedom to 
change your colour scheme year on 
year. 

They will dry out easily in their trays 
so the trick is to have your pots, 
containers or the ground ready 
prepared so they can go straight in. 

Like all plants, they will perform 
better in well-prepared soil - dig out 
stones, weeds and add a loam-based 
John Innes compost if your soil is 
poor. Water the plug or small plants 
before and after planting, and 
maintain this regularly. 

These plants are all about blossoms, 
so feed often with a liquid food high in 
potash - for example, tomato feed - to 
encourage flower production. 

Avoid high-nitrogen feeds as these 




3 ANTIRRHINUMS 

Better known as snapdragons, 
these are a great way of providing 
instant colour and filling gaps in 
borders. 

Much loved by children for their 
open-and-snap-shut flowers, they are 
also a favourite with bees for their 
nectar. 

Choose from tall elegant varieties 
such as 'Admiral White' or more 
compact ones like 'Black Prince,' 
which has deep velvety red blooms. 
Best in full sunshine. 

4 IMPATIENS OR BUSY LIZZIES 

These suffered a downturn in 
popularity due to their propensity for 
downy mildew. 

However, breeders have been busy 
developing mildew-resistant New 
Guinea varieties to replace the much¬ 
loved plants. 

They're so useful as they do well in 


will encourage leafy growth at the 
expense of flowers. 

Here are my top five bedding plants 
for this season: 


1 NIC0TIANA SYLVESTRIS 
(FLOWERING TOBACCO) 

Don't be fooled by neat trays of 
bedding available at the moment, 
these South American beauties will 
grow as tall as 5ft! 

They'll do well in moist soils and 
are handy for filling areas with partial 
shade. 

The flowers are long skinny tubes 
opening to white starry petals and 
emit the most delicious fragrance 
when dusk falls. 

Plant in pots near the patio or your 
favourite night-time spot in the 
garden - perfect on a balcony for 
apartment dwellers. 

There's also a more compact 
version with lime-green flowers. 


2 COSMOS 

If you have a border that needs 
filling and you're not sure what to do 
with it, a good temporary and 
inexpensive solution for summer is 
to fill it with Cosmos. 


It's an easy-to-grow half-hardy 
annual with lovely ferny foliage and 
tonnes of pink and white daisy-like 
flowers, with a long flowering season. 

They make excellent cut flowers as 
well, so are handy for filling vases. 



Make sure your efforts bear fruit... 


■ Keep fruit bushes well- 
watered in dry spells to allow 
fruit to swell. 

Plums, pears and apples can 
be thinned out now too. This 
happens naturally as well, but if 
you want bigger fruit, remove 
some of the smaller fruitlets. 

■ Check brassicas (cabbages, 
broccoli, turnips, Brussels 
sprouts) for butterflies laying 
their eggs - often you will find 
them on the underside of 
leaves. 

Remove these, as when

hatched as caterpillars they can 
completely exfoliate your plant. 

■ Move citrus fruit outdoors for 
the summer. 

■ Pop a few nasturtium seeds 
in the ground or pots for a 
cascade of flowers in late 
summer. 

■ Consider installing a water 
barrel to conserve rainfall. 


■ Continue successional sowing 
of salads, and sow cucumber, 
sweetcorn, squash, French, 
runner and broad beans 
outdoors. 

■ Earth up potatoes. New 
potatoes may be ready to 
harvest, depending on when 
planted. 

■ Prune spring-flowering 
deciduous shrubs, such as 
kerria, philadelphus, forsythia, 
ribes and weigela, as soon as 
they are finished flowering. 
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They're easy to grow - 
you could still sow some 
direct in the ground 
now. 

Otherwise you could 
get yourself a tray of the 
'Zahara' series, which 
have extra big blooms, 
or try and get hold of my 
favourite, 'Purple Prince,' 
for intense hues.

CARDIOCRINUM GIGANTEUM 


The Giant Himalayan is 
the largest of all lilies and 
certainly the most 
spectacular when in 
flower, which is usually 
around now. 

It's a bulbous perennial 
and is best bought and 
planted in spring as a 
pre-potted bulb. 

You will need to be 
patient as it can take a 
few years to build up and 
flower, but it is definitely 


worth the wait. They can 
reach up to 3.5 metres, 
and from below you can 
admire the masses of 
large white trumpet 
blooms which emit a 
delicious vanilla fragrance. 

This showstopper is 
best grown in humus-rich 
soil with a little shade - 
ideally a woodland-type 
setting to give protection 
from the wind and 
scorching sun. 


ASK DIARMUID 


Q My son has a newly laid 
turf lawn, but sadly has 
more wormholes than grass. 

The worms have overtaken 
it completely. He has tried 
bracken, to no avail. 

Can you give any expert 
advice as to what to do - 
please?

A Wormcasts may look 
unsightly, but the presence 
of earthworms is always a 



good sign. Underneath the 
lawn, they are conditioning 


the soil, improving its 
structure and drainage. 

They do tend to disappear 
underground in the summer, 
being more visible from 
September to March, so at this 
time of year, just brush off the 
dried wormcasts to improve 
the appearance of the lawn. 

There is also a non-pesticide 
product called Castclear which 
can deter the worms from the 
surface of the lawn, but it 
needs to be applied regularly.

V olkswagen’s continued ability to 
turn up trumps with their now 
renowned sporty GTi badge on their 
hatchback cars has become 
something of a phenomenon and 
the envy of rival car makers. 

It all started with the Golf GTi back in 1976 
and then the same sporty treatment was 
subsequently passed on to the Polo and 
Lupo before now for the first time being 
dished out to their ultra city car, the up! 

Fashions and motorists’ tastes may change 
over the years but the mention of another 
VW GTi version immediately conjures up 
what the Golf started all those years back 
and clearly still enjoyed by 
drivers. 

The dinky up! city car is 
the latest VW to receive 
the GTi treatment and like 
its predecessors it won’t 
disappoint because out on 
the road its genuinely fun 
to drive, free-revving and 
entertaining with a sporty 
performance but crucially 
affordable to buy and run. 

The three-door comes in 
at a competitively priced 
£13,750 and the expected 
more popular five-door 
costs £14,150 and both 
have a super turbocharged 


three-cylinder 999cc 114bhp engine under 
the bonnet. 

With a short-gated and swift feeling six- 
speed manual gearbox - perhaps 
disappointingly for some there’s no DSG 
option - for a little car the engine is really 
responsive when accelerating with good 
road composure and offering excellent grip 
too around tight, twisty country lanes. 

It naturally has a firmed up suspension 
with uprated dampers and sits 15mm lower 
over the non-GTi models but the engine 
provides plenty of torque, sits on 17-inch 
alloy wheels and it has a 8mm wider track 
too. 


Remarkably VW claim its dimensions, kerb 
weight and performance basically align to 
that original Golf GTi of the Seventies. 

This sporty up! looks the business too with 
the now famous GTi body styling like double 
side stripes and red trim strips along with 
Oswald GTi alloy wheels, tartan Jacara fabric 
interior, GTi sill panel trim, multi-function 
steering wheel along with lots of interior red 
stitching, matt chrome and GTi logos 
everywhere. 

There’s a five-inch infotainment screen 
providing the basics like radio, phone, 
Bluetooth and the like plus there’s a cradle 
frame sitting in the middle and on top of the 
dashboard for the driver’s own 
smartphone and there’s a USB 
socket again for more 
connectivity while the overall 
ergonomics of the car are good. 

The up! Even in Gti form 
remains a two-adult sized car 
really with those rear seats more 
suited to small children while 
the luggage space is just 251 
litres which can be increased to 
959 litres with those rear seats 
folded. 

In terms of fuel economy the 
up! GTI is like any small, sporty 
car it depends on how the driver 
reacts behind the steering wheel 
in everyday driving conditions - 


driven economically (which is not what this 
car is all about!) then the official the 58.9 
mpg combined can be achieved. 

Most drivers will probably find the average 
up in the high 40mpg mark as on test - 
overall it was 46.8mpg - which is fine 
because it really is a car to driven in a 
spirited manner to gain the most fund from 
the whole experience. 

It’s a cleverly, well packaged little city car 
that delivers the GTi performance most 
drivers would expect on the day. 

Standard equipment levels are impressive 
too with anti-lock braking, electronic 
stability control, hill hold function, plenty of 



airbags, electric front windows, heated front 
seats and electrically operated and heated 
wing mirrors amongst others.

B ack in 1989 I drove 
the Mazda MX-5 for 
the first time and 
found it to be 
everything a 
roadster should be. 

It was light, agile, sharp 
and huge fun and almost 30 
years later it still has the 
ability to put a smile on my 
face. 

Now in its fifth generation 
the MX-5 may not be as 
basic or as light as it once 
was - thanks to modern 
safety features and generous 
equipment - but it still 
entertains like nothing else 
can for the money. 

I travelled to Silverstone to 
try out two of the latest 
limited edition models that 
Mazda UK has to offer on 
the Stowe track and on the 
twisting country roads that 
surround the famous circuit. 

The first car I sampled was 
the Z-Sport version and only 
300 of them are available for 
sale in this country. 

Exclusive styling tweaks 
make the Z-Sport stand out 
from the crowd with its 


Machine Grey mdetallic 
paint and contrasting cherry 
red fabric roof. There is also 
17-inch gloss black BBS alloy 
wheels to further enhance 
the appeal. 

Inside, the car has a 
numbered Z-Sport plaque on 
the dash plus Z-Sport scuff 
plates and floor mats. The 
seats and dash are 
upholstered in nice sand 
coloured leather and this 
really gives the roadster a 
special feel. 

The Z-Sport is based on 
the range-topping 2.0-litre 
Sport Nav model so that 
means you get 158 bhp, a 
limited-slip differential and 
Bilstein dampers to make 
driving fun and you also get 
all the standard equipment 
that comes with the car 
including heated seats, 
navigation and an excellent 
Bose sound system. 

Following some revisions 
announced at the end of last 
year all MX-5s now have 
even sharper steering and 
improved rear suspension. 

This 2.0-litre soft-top I 


think is the best combination 
for and MX-5 and although it 
may not be as fast as some 
hot hatchbacks it is 
unrivalled for fun. It takes 
7.3 seconds to reach 62mph 
and is capable of over 
130mph and has a claimed 
combined 40.9mpg figure. 

Its four-cylinder free 
revving engine provides a 
nice soundtrack with the 
roof down and the sweet 


gearshift has to be the best 
on the market. It may not 
have blistering power but its 
perfect 50:50 weight 
distribution more than 
makes up for that and 
nothing in the same money 
bracket corners as well as an 
MX-5. 

On the track it handled 
superbly with 90mph 
achievable on the short 
straight before you had to hit 


the brakes for the next 
corner. Out on the road it 
was just as much fun and 
with the sun shining an ideal 
companion. 

At t £25,610 the Z-Sport 
only costs a few hundred 
more pounds on the car it is 
based and I think it would be 
money well spent. 

Some 500 Sport Black 
models are also currently 
available and this car is 


based on the RF SE-F Nav 
model. This means that you 
get the hard-top folding roof 
- Retractable Fastback - and 
some extra equipment. 

Don’t be fooled by the 
Sport Black name though 
because the car is finished in 
Eternal Blue Mica paint - 
only the rear spoiler, wheels 
and shark fin antenna are 
finished in black. 

The extra goodies added to 
this car inlcude the rear 
spoiler, rear parking sensors, 
dusk sensing lights, black 
leather seats, scuff plates, 
Sport Black floor mats and 
interior badging and metallic 
paint. 

At £25,695 it is also very 
good value but I have to say 
that I would opt for the Z- 
Sport if given the choice. 

Fate in the day I also 
managed to get a shot in a 
Mark One MX-5 with its pop¬ 
up headlights, 1.6 engine, 
five-speed gearbox and very 
little else. No power steering 
or toys in this car but it still 
felt great and I would have 
gladly taken it home.

FRUGAL BUT FUN LEON 


S EAT, the Spanish 
arm of the giant 
Volkswagen Audi 
empire has always 
concentrated on 
motoring on the sunny side 
of the street, a philosophy 
that certainly applies to its 
Leon range. 

The Leon is the company’s 
Golf sized model, a car 
which has lent itself to 
sporty treatment from the 
outset. 

The car is now in its third 
generation and one model in 
its fast LR range has 
mastered the trick of 
combining frugality with fun. 

The five-door LR 
technology 1.4 EcoTSI 150PS 
is something of a showcase 
of what SEAT has achieved 
in recent times. 

Lor instance, a top speed 
of 134mph and a 0-62mph 
sprint of eight seconds is no 
idle boast but when you 
couple the fact to this petrol- 
powered car’s combined 
mpg readout of 57.6mpg 


then a profile of a rather 
special vehicle emerges. 

Much of the secret of its 
capabilities lie with the 1.4 
four-cylinder turbocharged 
engine which features 
cylinder deactivation to help 
save fuel when cruising but 
more than enough power to 
kick in when required. 

In addition to the fuel 
economy the C02 emissions 
are at a comfortably low 114 
g/km. 

SEAT has seen 
astronomical improvements 
in build quality over the 
years and in this model it is 
sky high. It feels like a Golf 
on the road which is no bad 
thing. Interestingly the Golf 
is one of its competitors, 
albeit in house. 

At £22,005, this Leon in LR 
Technology trim is stacked 
with goodies such as LED 
headlights, power-folding 
door mirrors, passenger 
lumbar adjustment, parking 
sensors, and sports seats. It 
also features bigger 17-inch 


alloy wheels and modified 
bumpers. 

The car uses the same 
platform as the Audi A3, 
Skoda Octavia and Golf 
itself, and is one of the most 
spacious cars in its class 
despite have a shorter 
wheelbase. 

Independent rear 
suspension and stiffer 
springs and dampers provide 
a more engaging drive, 
making this car punch far 
above its weight in the 
enjoyment department. 

This latest model also 
offers a wide range of new 
technology including the 
wireless charger, traffic jam 
assist and traffic sign 
recognition. The electronic 
parking brake allows room 
for the phone charger to be 
situated on the central 
console. 

It is the sort of car that 
balances the priorities of 
head and heart and is one of 
those sets of wheels that will 
never become boring.

T HE long-levelled 

moan about today’s 
cars is they all look 
the same. Well, Alfa 
Romeo can pat itself 
on the back here. With that 
famous upright grille and 
creamy, flowing lines most 
models can be recognised 
from at least one hundred 
paces. 

None more so than the 
Stelvio, the Italian marque’s 
first foray into the SUV 
market. 

Like its saloon brethren, 
the five-door four-wheel- 
drive (4WD) has an elegance 
and an originality of design 
that makes it stand out from 
rivals. 

Of course, good looks 
alone won’t guarantee 
success and as a late comer 
to the crossover club, the 
Stelvio has much to prove 
and plenty of ground to 
make up against competitors 
such as Audi Q5, BMW X3, 
Mercedes GLC and Jaguar F- 
Pace. 

There’s the usual choice 
between petrol and diesel 
powered models, with the 
latter expected to draw most 
attention. 

The version I drove was 
the 2.2-litre with 207bhp 


turbo diesel engine, a lively 
yet extremely economical 
choice that leads the way 
over rivals in terms of 
punchy acceleration allied to 
meagre thirst. 

The diesel engine is a tad 
grumpy and growly at low 
revs and certainly lacks the 
sweet harmony of a six- 
cylinder petrol, but then it is 
an oil burner. On the move, 
things smooth out and the 
mid range punch plus mile¬ 
stretching economy tend to 
help make up for the early 
commotion. 


As an indication of its 
superior clout the Stelvio 
dispatches the 62mph sprint 
in just 6.6 seconds, a full 
second or so quicker than 
most similar SUVs and the 
official combined economy 
is 58.9mpg, making it 
cheaper than most to run. 

It’s very much a driver’s 
car with well-damped 
suspension, restricted roll 
angles and sharper than 
average steering. Maybe the 
ride isn’t quite as settled and 
compliant as an F-Pace but 
it’s not far behind. 


It has a constant four- 
wheel-drive system with the 
majority of the power being 
directed to the rear wheel 
most of the time. The result 
is crisp, sharp reactions with 
an accent on sportiness. 

An eight-speed automatic 
gearbox is standard and 
works a treat thanks to 
smooth almost unnoticeable 
changes. Play with the 
steering wheel paddles if you 
feel in a sporty mood. 

The cabin on the Q4 Super 
is smart and nicely trimmed 
in leather with ample 


stowage space, deep pockets 
and cubbies and plenty of 
flat surfaces useful for 
resting stuff during family 
picnics on rainy days. 

A large 8.8-inch touch 
screen that incorporates sat 
nav is set high in the centre 
of the facia and a couple of 
big round dials - very 
traditional - are directly in 
front of the driver. The 
layout is appealing and 
usable, and appears 
appropriately durable. 

Space-wise, the cabin 
measures up well to rivals 
with comfortable room for 


four adults, or even five if 
necessary. The rear seats 
split and fold 60-40 for extra 
versatility and there’s 525 
litres of cargo room available 
with a full payload of 
passengers. 

Rear head height is slightly 
restricted by the sloping roof 
but there’s ample clearance 
for six-footers nevertheless. 

Priced to challenge the 
more established 
competition, the Stelvio is a 
welcome fresh face in a 
talented sector. Definitely 
worth a close look, especially 
if you love driving.

TEST DRIVE: Mazda MX-5 


MAZDA'S TRACK STAR 



B ack in 1989 I drove 
the Mazda MX-5 for 
the first time and 
found it to be 
everything a 
roadster should be. 

It was light, agile, sharp 
and huge fun and almost 30 
years later it still has the 
ability to put a smile on my 
face. 

Now in its fifth generation 
the MX-5 may not be as 
basic or as light as it once 
was - thanks to modern 
safety features and generous 
equipment - but it still 
entertains like nothing else 
can for the money. 

I travelled to Silverstone to 
try out two of the latest 
limited edition models that 
Mazda UK has to offer on 
the Stowe track and on the 
twisting country roads that 
surround the famous circuit. 

The first car I sampled was 
the Z-Sport version and only 
300 of them are available for 
sale in this country. 

Exclusive styling tweaks 


make the Z-Sport stand out 
from the crowd with its 
Machine Grey mdetallic 
paint and contrasting cherry 
red fabric roof. There is also 
17-inch gloss black BBS alloy 
wheels to further enhance 
the appeal. 

Inside, the car has a 
numbered Z-Sport plaque on 
the dash plus Z-Sport scuff 
plates and floor mats. The 
seats and dash are 
upholstered in nice sand 
coloured leather and this 
really gives the roadster a 
special feel. 

The Z-Sport is based on 
the range-topping 2.0-litre 
Sport Nav model so that 
means you get 158 bhp, a 
limited-slip differential and 
Bilstein dampers to make 
driving fun and you also get 
all the standard equipment 
that comes with the car 
including heated seats, 
navigation and an excellent 
Bose sound system. 

Following some revisions 
announced at the end of last 


year all MX-5s now have 
even sharper steering and 
improved rear suspension. 

This 2.0-litre soft-top I 
think is the best combination 
for and MX-5 and although it 
may not be as fast as some 
hot hatchbacks it is 
unrivalled for fun. It takes 
7.3 seconds to reach 62mph 
and is capable of over 
130mph and has a claimed 
combined 40.9mpg figure. 

Its four-cylinder free 
revving engine provides a 
nice soundtrack with the 
roof down and the sweet 
gearshift has to be the best 
on the market. It may not 
have blistering power but its 
perfect 50:50 weight 
distribution more than 
makes up for that and 
nothing in the same money 
bracket corners as well as an 
MX-5. 

On the track it handled 
superbly with 90mph 
achievable on the short 
straight before you had to hit 
the brakes for the next 


corner. Out on the road it 
was just as much fun and 
with the sun shining an ideal 
companion. 

At t £25,610 the Z-Sport 
only costs a few hundred 
more pounds on the car it is 
based and I think it would be 
money well spent. 

Some 500 Sport Black 
models are also currently 
available and this car is 
based on the RF SE-F Nav 
model. This means that you 
get the hard-top folding roof 


- Retractable Fastback - and 
some extra equipment. 

Don’t be fooled by the 
Sport Black name though 
because the car is finished in 
Eternal Blue Mica paint - 
only the rear spoiler, wheels 
and shark fin antenna are 
finished in black. 

The extra goodies added to 
this car inlcude the rear 
spoiler, rear parking sensors, 
dusk sensing lights, black 
leather seats, scuff plates, 
Sport Black floor mats and 


interior badging and metallic 
paint. 

At £25,695 it is also very 
good value but I have to say 
that I would opt for the Z- 
Sport if given the choice. 

Fate in the day I also 
managed to get a shot in a 
Mark One MX-5 with its pop¬ 
up headlights, 1.6 engine, 
five-speed gearbox and very 
little else. No power steering 
or toys in this car but it still 
felt great and I would have 
gladly taken it home.
